‘The Plaintiff's A&tion was brought upon the Sta- 
tute of the oth of Queen Ann, which Prohibits all Perfons, 
except the Poit-Matter-Generals and their Deputies from 
furnifhing Horfes and Furniture to Pe:fons ridiog Poft un- 
der a Penalty of Five Pounds for every Offence. ‘The Cafe 
was, that the Defendant had furnifhed three Horfes and a 
Chais to Perfons travelling Poit from Maidenhead-Bridge 
to Reading, and with four Horfes from Maidenhead -Bridge 
to Hounflow ; and aftcr a very candid Tryal, and many 
learned Arguments by the Council on both fides, the Jury 
brought in a Verdict for the Plaintiff of Ten Pounds, being 
the Penalty of Five Pounds for each Offence, together with 
full Cofts of Suir.
